The One Hundred and Hight Obser- 
vation squadron, Chicago’s new mill- 
tary flying unit, will begin its course 
of instruction on Tuesday and will be 
fully recruited before the end of July, 
it was anounced yesterday by Maj.

_ An Unspoiled World. 

Down here there is peace and bird 
song and music of the unspoiled, na- 
tural world.

It is fairly clear of under- 
brush and the walking may be just 
a pleasant stroll. Wild roses lean lov- 
ingly over the pools where the wary 
trout are hiding. Red squirrels and 
chipmunks scold the President for in- 
terfering with their play. - Bob white 
and other song birds lift their voices 
above the_music of the stream, which 


falls swiftly over a rocky bed. It is 
a narrow, easily fordable stream. Ash, 
oak and pine trees shelter him. There 


At one point the stream disappears 
in a whirlpool, sucked into some great 
underground cavern, under sand an‘ 
and an old, dry bed, to reappear two 
or three miles farther on, into a sur- 
face stream again, in the long stretch 


But it does not change its character 
as a stream. It is a temperamental 
stream, easily colored by the wash of 
a shower, not settled yet this year into 
the crystal clear fly waters that give 
the finest fishing. 

Geological Formations. 

There are few streams more sweet 
to enjoy if one’s mind is given to beau- 
ty alone. To one of scientific bent 
there are rock planes, formations here 
that tell the story of millions of years 
of geological change. There are walls 
that look like the palisades of the 
Hudson, sandstone and granite and 
mixed rock, reddish in color, firm to 
walk on. 

The stream runs in long deep pools 
along the rocky base. There is a swirl 
at the end of the pool. Drop a fly there 
—no result. There is a huge rock, 
with the water rushing around in 
. three smaller streams. The back water 


A touch of foam hangs lazily on the 
‘edge of the current. The President 
may place a fly accurately on the 
edge of that foam and let it fall 
taken many a trout. But no results 
here. 

Across the stream is a cut bank 
with slow water under it. The trout 
should lie there nosing ovt, into the 
stream, waiting for the weary fly to 
drop into the stream or come floating 
half submerged as a drowned and 
dainty morsel. But not so. The fly 
cast may be perfect, landing against 
the bank, then falling from there, in 
the most natural manner into the 
water. No trout, if he were hungry 
and wafting, could withstand that. 
But nothing responds to the imaginary 
presidential cast on this day. 

“There are long rifies, winding in 
water that breaks and falls or blends 
gently into the deeper waters of pools. 
''The fly may be floating gently there, 
lbobbing over the rifles, coming to a 
' gentle side draw where the water deep- 
ens. The surface is unbroken by the 
rising fish. 

Hours pass. One sits by the stream 
and smokes a pipe or a cheroot and 
watches for the fish to rise and studies 
the insect life. There is a gray insect 
that looks suspiciously like a iarge 
mosquito, but this could not be as

ROME, July 2.—How Pope Pius XI 
has definitely abandoned his carriage 
and horses and decided to use a@ motor 
car—he has two—for his daily drive in 
the Vatican gardens, was revealed to 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent today. 


The faithful coachman had a two 
horse coach for the pope the other 
morning and while waiting fel} asleep. 
A platoon of Palatine guards, swing- 
ing into the courtyard with drums 
rolling and fifes screaming, frightened 
the horses. They dashed away at a 
gallop and were about to plunge down 
the staircase of the “Scala Regia,” 
which leads to the great bronze en- 
trance door to the Vatican, when the 
front wheel of the coach crashed into 
a marble pillar. The coach upset, the 
coachman was hurled into the court- 
yard and one of the horses was in- 
jured so seriously it had to be shot. 

Pope Pius abandoned his drive for 
the day. The next day he used a 
limousine. The sixteen horses in the 
pontifical stable will be pensioned.

CANADA CELEBRATES. 
Canada is finishing a three day national cele- 
bration“and tribute to its past just as the United 
States celebrates the’ 15ist anniversary of the 
declaration of its independence. For the Cana- 


provinces is represented. Newfoundland, the oldest 
settled territory, is independent of the union, but 
otherwise the dominion is inclusive of all the varied 
life of the nation from one seaboard to another. 

The line which runs between the two countries 
is a remarkable frontier in many ways. It is 
guarded chiefly for customs with a checking up of 


minimum of delay and interference. A tariff wall 
which ought to be removed runs along it but that 
wall is not reinforced by a military wall. No two 
peoples completely agree or completely sympathize 
with each other, but Canadians and Americans have 
an undeniable accord which is not represented by 
treaties. It is not exactly true that for over a 
hundred years there has been no threat of war but 


the Aroostook “war” over disputed boundaries 
and the possession of timber lands along the St. 
John river, but that was quieted before the two 
countries resorted to arms by the Webster-Ash- 
burton treaty. Another inclination toward force 
was after the civil war when such soldiers as Grant 
thought that Great Britain should be brought sum- 


These incidents and others hardly mar a record 
which proves the ability of the American continent 
to keep the peace without the mechanics of leagues 
and covenants, pledges of eternal friendship and 
yows of nonaggression. Although our lean and 
jaundiced liberal minded think the contrary, this 
record holds good for Mexico and the breeds south 
of it. In spite of ocations and temptations, 
the prompting of irritations to be allayed and the 
pull of wealth to be had, a mainly decent scheme 
of human conduct has been maintained. 

Probably in this may be found one reason for 
the apparently instinctive objection of America*to 
entering far-flung schemes of words expressing 
purposes not backed by the temperament of peo- 
ples or the real designs of governments.. The way 
to peace is the will to peace and mechanics can- 
not go it alone. 

When the American revolution began the Ameri- 
can colonies hoped that the Canadians, then 
mainly French, would throw their lot for inde- 
pendence with the fighting colonials south of them. 
It was a hope earnestly supported but defeated. 
The persuasion of Benjamin Franklin who went to 
Montreal and the military daring of Montgomery 
and Arnold who tried to drive the British soldiers 
out of Quebec, having driven them from other 
parts of Canada into the citadel, did not avail. 
The French had a moment of hesitation but with 
respect to them the British ministry had been as 
wise as with respect to the American colonies it 
had been unwise. 

The Quebec act of 1774 was a piece of such 
statesmanship as later arrested the disintegration 
of the empire and bound it together. It preserved 
for the French Canadians everything valuable 
and essential to their lives, their religion; their 
language, their customs, their land tenure and 
most of their laws, and even purported to give 
them for their overflow and expansion most of the 


years war had been fought on this continent by 
Great Britain and France. _. 

It was destiny that the folly of a British ministry 
should make the republic of the United States 
by mistreatment of English people and the wis- 
dom of a British ministry should retain the allegi- 
ance of ‘French people when they were invited to

Just as the shift from the country to the city 
was fraught with dangers and losses, so is this 
latest shift to the suburbs. It does not register 
one hundred per cent to the good. — 
In the move from the city to the suburbs there 
is an increase of expenses, new responsibilities 
related to the building or a purchase of a home, 
and many hkew duties connected with beautifying 
and maintaining that home. The new suburbanite 
has in many cases borne more than his share in 
supporting the life of a struggling city church 
that has been retreating in the face of adverse 
conditions. Hence he has quite made up his mind 
to take a vacation from church activity. His 
soul suffers in the process of transplantation just 
as a tree suffers. This presents one of the most 
serious problems of present day American organ- 
ized Christianity, the loosening of spiritual func- 
tions and an indisposition to continue the habits 
of service which had characterized the life of the 
individual in his earlier,city church connection. 
The second great danger in the suburban trend 
is found in the weakening of the city churches 
from which the migration proceeds. Many of 
these churches in spite of the exodus of their long 
established constituency are surrounded by people 
of a later arrival who present a most needy and 
challenging field of Christian service. They are 
j ofttimes new arrivals to our shores, sometimes of 
different color, and always desperately in need of 
the ministries of religion. To maintain the city 
work unabated or even enlarged is imperative. 
But the supporterg have gone. There is no money. 
There ,are no workers. Interest flags and the 
ever enlarging city suffers. Community houses 
that should be teeming with the life of children 
learning how to play and worship, nurseries that 
should offer overburdened mothers relief in the 
care of their children, and health teaching centers 
where could be learned the requirements of mod- 
ern hygienic American household life, these build- 
ings are all too often converted into garages or 
storage houses, or destroyed to permit the erection 
of buildings devoted to less worthwhile objects. 
But the recognition of the seriousness of these 
problems is the first step in their solution. More 
than one denomination has within the past twelve 
months turned its attention particularly to this 
problem. With the passion for a world wide 
ministry not one whit abated in the churches, 
they have nevertheless come to see that the home 
base is seriously threatened. If the suburban 
churches are to become the great fighting center 
of the church army they must be studied and 
strengthened. Accordingly one denomination in 
Chicago has set aside more than $1,000,000 for this 
specific type of work, another has just raised 
$750,000 much of which will be devoted to this 
problem, and a third is now launching a campaign 
to raise $500,000. And what is being done in 
Chicago is typical of every great metropolitan 
center across the land. 


The advantages of the suburb we have already 


stinct. With all the difficulties incident to trans- 
planting home loving people make the best sup- 
porters of the church. There are spiritual values 
conserved in the home which make churches 
strong. People move to the suburbs to raise 
children. The church is now accepted as one of 
the necessary agencies for properly rearing chil- 
dren. In the social setup of the typical American 
suburb the children demand church associations. 


|Surveys have revealed almost uniformly that in 


our suburban areas fully twice as many homes 
are identified with the local churches as in even 
the better residence sections within the city limits. 

The second asset is the relative permanence in 
residence among suburban people. They move 
into the home they have bought and remain. The 
turnover in the membership of suburban churches 
is comparatively small. Efficient Christian work- 
ers are developed. What is true of the people is 
true of the ministers. rene pastorates are 
long pastorates., 


The third asset is relative resourcefulness. 
Every district worker in our great metropolitan 
areas will tell you that the ablest Christian workers 
in his field are found in a large’ proportion in the 
suburbs. This is to be expected. People who can 
buy homes in these days of high prices must be 


thrifty. Thrift is an indication of wisdom. In 


many areas it requires a considerable income to 
settle in the suburbs., Income is ordinarily an 
indication of ability. Any one who puts high value 
on home life has the same idea of: values as the 
church ‘sees them. Moral values stand above 
money values to the churchman’ and to the sub- 
urbanite alike. The result of this conviction is 
seen in almost every suburb. The characteristic 
tone of the American suburb is morally high. Our 
‘suburbs seldom had saloons even before Mr. Vol- 
stead went to Washington. The dance hall and 
pool room menace is usually far below the normal 
for the city’ to which the suburb is attached. 
If there are closed Sunday movies anywhere they 
are in the suburbs. The local business clubs and 
lodges, women’s clubs and parent-teachers’ asso- 
ciations are clean, alert, aggressive and always 
sympathetic with the churches. This spring we 
sent out a questionnaire to the 180 members of 
the chamber of commerce in our village. One 
question was this: “What do you believe would 
result from a closing of all the churches in our 
town?” Almost uniformly the answer came back, 
“It would pi: us into chaos.” 


The millions of invested Suburban 
development will react for the benefit 
of the city. More and more the wealthy family

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: QUICK RECOVERIES 
FROM SPRAINS. 

NY person who is interested in 

quick recovery after a bad sprain 

will do well to read an account 

of how the badly sprained joints 


of Pennsylvania. The-men who play in 
major competitions, for instance foot- 
ball, must not stay out of the game long. 
Therefore, it was up to Dr. A. B. Light, 
who looks after their physical condition, 
to work out a method of quick and, 
the same time, effective cure. 

The sprained joint is very tightly 
wrapped in a very firm bandage. This 
bandage is applied tight enough to al- 
most cause pain. It is put on at once. 

The next step is the application of cold, 
wet cloths. It is better not to use ice; 
65 to 68 degrees is the temperature at 
which the capillaries are most constrict- 
ed, and that is the objective. Chilling 
below that degree of cold causes the 
capillaries to dilate. To put the sprained 
joint in hot water does cause temporary 
ease, but it also causes the capillaries to 
dilate, and that hee harmful. 


hours while this tight bandage is on and 
cold cloths are being applied. At the 
end of two hours the very tight bandages 
are removed and new bandages are 
applied, but not so tightly—snug and 
firm but not painful. The joint is kept 
elevated for 24 hours. At the end of 


this 24 hours the bandages are removed, 


a gentle massage is given, X-ray pictures 
are taken to discover whether there are 
any fractures. If there are none the 
snug bandages are reapplied and the 
mar uses the joint a little, At the end 
of this short period of use the joint is 


day. This treatment is.continued until 
the third day. 

On the third day the bandages are fe- 
moved and heat is applied to the joint 
while it is elevated. This is continued 
for one-half hour. A more vigorous 
massage is given. The joint is used for 
a short time. The bandage is reapplied. 
On the fourth day this treatment is re- 
peated. On the fifth day the subject is 
made to exercise the joint much more. 
If it is the ankle joint he is asked to run 
a short distance. Then a Gibboney sup- 
porting boot is put on that foot and the 
man is told to use the joint rather freely. 
At the end of one’week all strappings 
are removed. For some time the athlete 
should strap this joint just before enter- 
ing a contest... 
The principle of this Light method of 
treating sprained joints is that most cf 
the pain and swelling comes from 
hemorrhage into the tissues around the 
joint.

It is mostly true. Banana is rich in food 
elements. It is a stareh food, but it con- 
tains a fair amount of other food elements. 
Since it comes well wrapped it is not easily 
infected. This is an important quality, es- 
essary to wash the food before eating nor 
the fingers afterwards, banana is a conven- 
ient food. 
Well ripened bananas are easily digested. 
‘Partially ripe bananas are hard to digest. It 
is the partially ripened product that has 
earned for the product a reputation for 
being heavy. It is advisable to cook the 
it more digestible.

THE MISSISSIPPI PROBLEM. 
Chicago, June 23.—I have been much 
amused by the peculiar methods of flood 
control advocated by ordinary observers 
along with~engineers. The latest and 
most laughable solution, as voiced in 
these columns yesterday, consists main- 
ly in jacking up houses, highways and 
railroads to a safe height, without any 
attempt at levee, spillway or reservoir 
building. 

More than one thing must be done to 
control the Mississippi river and its 
tributaries. Levee building should be 
supplemented with spillway and reser- 
vair construction. To say that reser- 
voirs could be constructed to hold all 
of the excess water would be preposter- 
ous. To say that levees could be built 
that would confine the water to a narrow 
channel would be making a statement 
that no competent engineer would care 
to make. Likewise, to declare that spili- 
ways alone would solve the problem is 
also unthinkable. The solution of flood 


control lies in the successful carrying 


out of a system that will embrace the 
above mentioned methods and in addi- 
tion some little attention should be paid 
to reforestation. 

The Mississippi river at its flood height 
was a tremendous lake, 200 miles or 
more in width. The tremendous pres- 
sure of the flood water naturally caused 
earth levees to fail. Delta soil is so fine 
that it is easily absorbed by water, and 
some of the levee breaks were due more 
to this absorption of the earth fill rather 
than to the crushing strength of the wa- 
ter. Levees faced with a comparatively 
thin layer of concrete would no doubt 
be as successful on the entire Mississipp! - 
channel as they are just*below Memphis 
where concrete revetment work was done 
some years ago. 

Along the tributaries there is consid- 
erable land that has a low value; this 
land could be flooded with very slight 
damage to property, particularly along 
the Red river, the Missouri, Tennesseé 
and upper Mississippi. Water could 
be confined to reservoirs located at con- 
venient places, and some engineers point 
out that this trapped water could be used 
for power plants.

“ America is primarily an industrial 
nation,” Sefior Pueyrredon said in ex- 
Plaining the results of his survey.

In the Argentine 
we can raise cattle on one tenth of the 
land needed here. If an arrange- 
ment could be worked out whereby the 
Argentine would supply the raw, prod- 
ucts and the United States would’ man- 
ufacture the finished products, we could 
increase commerce between the 
countries and decrease freight rates.”

“™ISURVEY REVEALS 
FAMILY OF FIVE 
ONLY 11% REALITY 


Those budgeteers who prepare statis- 
tics based on the expenditures of the 
“normal family,” father, mother and 


three children, are really dedicating 
their studies to a mere 11 per cent of 
the American family group. 

That is the ccnclusion of an in- 
vestigation made recently by the Amer- 
ican Home Economics association and 
the University of Chicago, in a survey 
of 23,373 families. Of this number, an 
estimated one fourth of-the families 
were childless or had no children liv- 
ing at home. Another fourth had but 
one child. There were two children 
in the families of one fifth of the 
group. Three or more children were 
found in less than one third “f the 
families. 

And the normal family budget eatin! 
tics was recorded in but 11 per cent 
of the cases. 

Viewed from another angle, the 
study revealed that more than two 
thirds of the children considered were 
living in families with three or more 
children. In a four child family, the 
data points out, child dependency is 
staggered over an average 24 year 
period. For the first seven years the 
care of the first born engages parental 
interest. During another seven year 
period, there are two children to be 
eared for. The next six years finds 
three children dependent, and the final 
four years is concerned with the care 
of the four.

More than four-fifths 
of the air is nitrogen, so it is every- 
where. It is one of the most impor- 
tant of plant foods, but it can be used 
only when properly mixed with other 
materials.

Peanuts in Special. er 
There is an old song to the effect 
that he who hath good peanuts and 
giveth his neighbor none shall have 
himself no good peanuts when his pea- 
nuts are gone. But there is no need 
of peanuts giving out for anybody, 
nor if we choose to put them into our 
/menus need we stop anywhere, for 
we may use them from soup to nuts. 
Anybody who can make an almond 
soup can substitute peanuts for al- 
monds. In vegetable cookery there 
are a great number of peanut recipes 
for loaves which are substitutes for 
meat. Almost any nut salad can have 
peanuts instead of other sorts, and 
we have much exploited here a pea- 
nut bread of a quick sort which is 
excellent the second day sliced in the 
thinnest of slices. It is a confection 
of itself. Peanut cakes and candies 
are easy to make, but we are never 
recommending that anybody try to do 
them the first time for a party picnic. 
There are many other ways of 
using peanuts by means of hashes, 


fins, and even pancakes. Raw pea- 
nuts can be cooked in exactly the 
same way as beans, and when cooked 
they make an excellent basis for a 
puree for a cream soup. Probably 
they are a little more wholesome than 
the roasted peanut, which some peo-, 
ple cannot eat because of the cooked 
fat in it. There are a good many 
other things made with the raw pea- 
nuts, including a sausdge and some 
vegetable dishes.

There should be about ten minutes of 
stirring and cooking after the peanuts 
are put in, in order to roast them suf- 
ficiently. It is easy to pull this into 
nice pieces if this is done before it 
sets or cools. 
- Potato Salad. 

Boll enough new potatoes to make 
a quart of salad, peel and, while hot, 
cut them into thin slices; then cover 
with new onions sliced fine, one. tea- 
spoon of salt and a little white or red 
pepper. Beat into one egg yolk two 
tablespoons of salad oil and two ta- 
blespoons of vinegar. When well beat- 
en, pour this.over the potatoes and 
onions, and then pour over the whole 


. one-fourth cup of boiling water or 


meat broth and stir well. If parsley 
is used, chop a tablespoon of it fine 
and scatter it over the salad, which 
will be best after it has stood for twe 
or three hours, preferably in a cold 
place. 

The waxy small new potatoes are 
more nearly like the reg@lar salad po- 
tato of European cookery than any 
‘we have. A mealy potato makes a 
mushy salad. If we are going to have 
a mushy salad we might as well mash 
our potatoes to a nicety and then add 
a dressing, mixing it thoroughly with 
them, then put the salad in a large 
mold, or use those of individual size. 
Bacon cooked crisp and well drained 
Sef fat, then powdered, is a nice addi- 
tion to potato salads, but dressings 
made of bacon fat. are not likely to be 
highly palatable,. One reason for this 
may be because so many cooks scorch 


their bacon. If bacon fat is used, only 


one-third as much vinegar .as_ fat 
should be used with it. Diced bacon 
and minced onion gently fried together 
are sometimes used for a bacon dress: 


On rth cup shortening (chicken. 


fat is excellent), one-half cup sugar, ' 


one-half cup molasses, one and oné-half 
cups flour, one egg, one-half teaspoon 
each of cinnamon and ginger, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon soda 
one-half cup boiling water. Cream the 
shortening and blend sugar with it 
Add the molasses, and beat the whole 
well. Add spices and salt, and beat 
them in. At this point one-half cup 
of cleaned and chopped raisins or dates 
may be added, or they may be saved 
to the last, floured and added to the 
batter. Add one-half a cup of boiling 
water now and beat the mixture well 

Save out a tablespoon of the mix- 
ture at 
the soda,’which’ should be scanted 
rather than generous. Now add the 
flour carefully, adding a little -more 
or a little less than the one and: a 
half cups, according to the consistency 
of the batter. Dissolve the soda, stir 
it in thoroughly, and fold in the well 
beaten egg. Pour into a buttered bak 
ing pan and hake one-half hour in a 
375 degree oven. Should the sheet of 
batter be a thick ond, it may be baked 
ten minutes longer than the half hour. 
It must not be burned, so it may be 
necessary for the last half of the bak- 
ing to have the temperature at 350 
degrees

CORRECT WOODS 
FOR INTERIOR 


Incorrect Kind Will 
Crack Paint. 


Any wood which is used for interior 

trim should be of a quality which takes 
and retains a smooth finish. This is 
vastly important, as the prevailing 
wood finishes for interior trim are 
enamel or paint of gray, ivory, white 
or some light color. 
Unless the grain of the wood stays 
flat the enamel cannot stay flat either. 
We have all seen “raised” grain, 
showing a vaguely wavy, corrugated 
surface, and the enamel rising with it. 
The beauty of the finish is accordingly 
marred and then it cracks and peals 
off. 

| Must Be Free‘of Pitch. 

The wood must have, first and fore- 
most, the ability to; stay put.” Na- 
turally, and enamel are both brit- 
tle and don’t bend. If the wood shrinks 
or swells the enamel or paint promptly 
cracks, 
free from pitch or resinous substance. 
This may be through the paint 
and enamel dnd spoil it. Nor should 
there be any discoloration from wood 
oils seeping up, entering the enamel 
and making it peal.

For many years Mr. Napier, as an 


amateur flower grower, has made an 
intensive study of the peony, often 
‘Called the flower of the north, and 
classed as one of the finest perennials 
“ grown in the United States. He has 
gone to visit gardens in various parts 
of the country, while the peonie# were 
‘in bloom, selecting the rare blossom- | 
ing plants and buying specimens to 
be added to his unique group in Blue 
Island. Undesirable ones are con- 
Stantly being eliminated and new and 
finer varieties take their places. 


Through this process of developing 
his great planting of peonies, Mr. Na- 
pier’s grounds have become noted 
throughoyt the Chicago district and, 
in. more nt years, his peony gar- 
den has become known among flower 
growers all over the country. 

Mr. Napier is interested in flowers, 
particularly peonies, because of their 
beauty, and not for revenue. He 
has made it an unbreakable rule never 
to sell a flower blossom or a plant, 

* and he has stuck to it. _ 

“I give away hundreds of flowers 
and peony roots. to my neighbors 
every year, but I have never sold a 
peony or any other flower in all my 
life. There is nothing finer than grow- 
ing flowers and helping to beautify a 
neighborhood. I like to see things 
grow,” he said.

There are, to be sure, films of a better sort, but how 
many? Certainly not enough to give any color to the general 
run. In that general run one finds only fodder for half-wits. 
|The transactions depicted all lie upon the level of kitchen 
wench romance. That play of rational and amusing ideas 
which one encounters occasionally in the drama, and very 
frequently in the novel,.is simply not there. The best movie 
ever heard of, put beside the worst play by a Bernard Shaw 
or the worst novel by a Cabell, becomes sheer idiocy. The 
worst sinks so low that no other art, not even that of the 
architect of suburban filling stations, can show a parallel} to it. 
_. Where do the authors come from who conéoct such de- 
pressing drivel? Some of them seem to be recruited from the 
ranks of the dramatists, and others are novelists of more or 
less dignity in their own craft. But when they write for 
the movies something seems to happen to them—or, at all

Why should this be so? I can discern no sound reason 
|. in the nature of things. It is perfectly easy to imagine an 
intelligent and amusing movie, with an idea in it at least as 
sound’as that jm the average stage play, and enough in- 
genuity in its details to hold thé attention of a civilized spec- 
tator. The technic of the movie, true enough, is still a bit 
stiff and unnatural, but so is the technic of the opera, Yet 
there are plenty of operas that do not insult the intelligence. 
They have true beauty in them; they conceal the clumsiness 
of their own form; they have intellectual dignity. One may 
endure them without throwing one’s self into the mood of a 
hotel chambermaid on a holiday. Slightly intoxicated, one 


But the movies never rise to that level. 
joy them without treason to the higher cerebral centers one 
must take on so vast a dose of stimulants that one cannot 
see them at all. Why? If the experts who profess the sub- 
ject are to be credited, it is because every movie, before it 
gets to the screen, must be filtered through a dozen intelli- 
gences—and many of them are not intelligences at all, but 
It is because the confection of movies is 
not entrusted to artists, nor even to competent artisans, but 
to gangs of blacksmiths and pants pressers. These black- 
} Smiths and pants pressers decide what is to be played, and 

then they decide, in detail, precisely how it is to be played. 
The result is the aforesaid garbage. | 
be No art, however sturdy, could conceivably survive such 
murderous sabotage. If an opera librettist had to submit his 
work to a committee of trolley conductors, and the composer 
had to write every note under the eye of a church choir 
tenor and an auctioneer, and if the resultant composition had 
‘to be produced by a designer of hot dog stands, and the 
singers rehearsed by an oyster shucker, then opera would be 
what the movies are today.

The movie business, starting out a generation ago on a 
shoestring, quickly plunged, like most new enterprises, into 
an era of widcatting. Any man with money enough to hire 
a loft. above a livery stable could set up a movie parlor, and 
who could borrow a second hand camera and induce 
a few jobless actors to trust him was ready to 
The result was a saturnalia of speculation and rog . 
ents were worth nothing to the wildcatters; copyrights 
{were worth nothing; contracts were worth nothing. To take 
the word of a movie man, in those gay days, was like be- 
lieving the oath of a prohibition agent. 

But among them were some men of greater rectitude, 
and, what is more, of greater talent for business—mainly 
men who had been petty tradesmen, but still fellows with 
some grasp of business principles. They tried to reorganize 
and stabilize the movie industry, and after long and desper- 
ate struggles they succeeded. It was no,mean task, and they 
well deserved the profits that flowed in upon them. The 
trade today, so its leaders boast, is as sound as the steel 
business, and even has its code of honor. There are movie

But the bookkeeper of an opera 
competent to select its repertory or to rehearse its cater- 
waulers. The movies, today, suffer from that profound and 
inconvenient fact. The men who organized them as an in- 
dustry now attempt to operate them as an art—and the re- 
sult is exactly the same as that which follows when a rich 
hog fattener, having decided to retire to the county seat, 
designs his own house, including the wall paper and the 
steeple, and loads a fowling piece to make sure that the 
workmen carry out his plans. 

In other words, the movies languish as a fine art because 
the men who determine what is to go into them haven’t the 
slightest visible notion that such a thing as a fine art exists. 
Having learned by experience that certain classes of imbecili- 
ties fetch the mob and make a great deal of money, they con- 
hje, and so admire them themselves. Hence their honest won 
der when the movies are denounced: they can no more im- 
agine than you could that what pleases them should be dis- 
gusting to other persons. And hence their vigorous, paralyz 
ing policing of the authors, scenario writers; directors and 
actors who are their slaves. The ideas of these gentry 
alarm them, as they would alarm a Baptist evangelist or a 
policeman. They prefer their own. |

Methanical Refrigeration. 
With electric, refrigeration for the 
kitchen, now 80 widely used that de- 
tafled discussion of it is scarcely nec- 
essary, should be mentioned the gas 
operated refrigerators on the market. 
These perform the same services as 
the electrical refrigerators and are in- 
creasing in popularity. They make 
mechanical refrigeration possible in~lo- 


household gas. , Cabinets in both types 
of refrigeration may be had in attrac- 
tive designs to harmonize with almost 
any t of kitchen decoration. . 

Another modern and comfortable 
electrical device’ for the kitchen is the 
food mixer, which performs some dozen 
different operations and'is an open 
sesame to convenience. . 

The kitchen range should be modern, 
too, gas or electric, with automatic 
control. There dre new oil ranges on 
the” market .operated with electrical 
ignition, and many varieties ot coal 
and gas ranges. 


‘Insulation in Stoves. . 


_ Insujation has been Applied to many 
of the new ranges, so that they are 
operated with great saving of heat. 
Hoods as well as ovens are insulated, | 
sometimes so perfectly that they offer 
fireless bilities; that is, they cook 
by retained heat after the heat has 
been turned off: Ovens are also lined 
with a special rust resisting metal 
which is extremely practical, consider- 
ing the amount of’steam escaping 
from water and moisture in foods. . 
Often in the ultra-modern kitchen 
of today are found the electric wash- 
ing machine and the ironer. Types 
may be .obtained which when not in 
active use gan be folded up and used 
as tables. 
AS for the sinks, they are a fasci- 
nating feature of the modern kitchen. 
There is a wide variety of them on 
the market. They are made with dry- 
ing and washing compartments, with 
receptacles for washing vegetables, and 
with garbage containers attached that 
can swing in and out as needed. 


Water Purifiers Valuable. 
A water purifier attached to a sepa- 
rate faucet at the sink is a valuable 
addition tothe kitchen from the health 
Dish washers, electrical 
styles built Into the sink or contained 
in separate, movable cabinets, are la- 
bor saving additions. 
No kitchen which claims to be ae 
modern should be without an electrical 
ventilating fan. These ean be mounted 
on panels and inserted into windows. 
There are many types of these, but 
the principle back of them all, the 
elimination of odors, is the same. For 
this a convenience outlet over the win- 
dow is necesary. One should not for- 
get to include this in the electrical in- 
stallation at the time. the house is 
built, so that w n one wishes a ven- 
tilating fan the outlet is all ready. 
Naturally it goes without saying that 
no old time floor scrubbing is. neces- 
sary any more. There are electrically 
run floor machines, which, by use of 
different attachments, scrub floors, pol- 
ish floors and even sand floors when 
a varnishing job looms ahead. 


Many Table Appliances. 
There are many electrical table ap- 
| pliances which are useful for the kit. ; 
chen as well as the dining room, such 
as waffle irons, toasters, grills and 
percolators. There dre also many types 
of gas and electrical hot watér heat- 
ers, some of these for basement instal. 
lation and others possible in small 
sizes for kitchen use. 

A careful study of the kitchen should 
be made before electrical wiring is put 
in. The maximum of. may be 
obtained from kitchen outlets when 
they are elbow high or waist high.
